If wo are to a6sumo that tho steamer which 
is proposed to bo fitted up by government, 
and which forma one of iho iioms in tho charge 
for improving tho harbor, it is to be used for 
a means of cominunicsiion with tho coast set- 
tlements, tho colony will have no reason to 
grudge tho outlay. Ii i« very necessary to 
the success of tho agricultural district! as well 
as to the proper development of tho mineral 
resources of the Inlund, and to tho ultimate 
successful working of the timber trade, thut 
there should boa ready means of communi- 
cation between this city and the country dis 
tricts ; an attempt has beon mado to connect 
by moans of roads, but at present all efforts 
in that direction havo been absoluto failures, 
and it is iinpoisiblo to predict or eipsct any 
good ronulis from road making injtho distant 
.lountry districts for some time to come, with- 
out an outlay, with which tho present and 
prospectivo advantages to be gained by it,aro 
by no means commensurate Already a very 
large sum has been spent in road making.and 
what nrc tho results? The road between 
this and Cowichan is practically useless, for 
want of biidgos, and moreover, running as it 
does through a tract of country which will 
not, in all probability aver bo brought under 
cultivation. It scemB to bo uttorly absurd to 
spend more money over that whieb never 
osu bo complete, if the road bo mado 
ever so good, of which there is not 
at present the remotest chance, it will bo a 
tedious journey of thirly-five miles or more, 
occupying one or two days, whereas a 
steamer would reach Cowichan Bay in a fow 
hours. Tho road would connect all the intor- 
madiate sottlod districts, and not being very 
lengthy and being rnado by tho Bottlers them. 
bcIvcs, who aro Interested parties, would in 
nil probability be a great improvement upon 
that portion ot road lying betwoen Victoria 
and Cowichan. One-Ofth part of tho sum 
votod for the making of new roads in the 
present year would bo sufficient to subsidise 
a small steamer to run up the coast regularly 
twice a month and would ba infinitely moro 
convenient to the public. II a eteamar visit 
tho coast settlements with any degree of 
regularity twice a month thero ii a fair pros- 
pact of getting a good supply of vogatablei, 
pigs and poultry from the tattlers before nest 
winter, and they in return will get their seeds 
and household goods, at a much smaller ex- 
pense than at presont. There was soma idea 
of starting a company for tho purpose of 
running ». arcasuur up the const regularly, 
lately wo havo heard nothing of it. Wo 
should bate been glad to have seen it carried 
nni ; hnl if that u not to be, perhaps tho fit- 
ting up ol B steamer by Government may 
lead to somewhat similar results. Any inea 
suroti that will lend to bring us into a closer 
communication with the const settlements 
wiii bo gladly weloomed by ail who have the 
interests of the colony truly at heart.

Perhaps no action of tho Legislative As- 
sembly during the present session of Parlia- 
ment, has been mora fully and cordially ap- 
preciated by the public than the resolutions 
lately passed in refsrenco to the appointment 
of a euecessor to tho present Chief Justico of 
this Colony, nnd from tho unanimity with 
which they wero adopted by the House, they 
seemed to have met with equal favor from the 
representatives of the pooplo. Judging, how- 
ever.from the steps since taken by certain hon- 
orablo gentlemen in the Houie,thls unanimity 
must haye beon mora apparent than real. The 
bill introduced yestorday, ostensibly by Mr. 
Franklin, but prepared in reality by tho hon. 
Colonial Soorotary,looks suspiciously liko an 
attempt to nullify the resolutions which have 
been ko favorably received, and, by securing 
tho immediate resignation of tho Chief Jus- 
tice, to preparo the way for tho appointment 
ofhia successor, who, in tho usual Colonial 
routine, would be no other than the present 
Attorxky General ! And this bill, which 
totally ignores tho principle of tho popular re- 
solutions, was brought up in a thin home, 
warmly supported by Mossre. Young, 
Ilelmcken, Tolmie,and Franklin.und but for 
the stronuous opposition of Messrs. DoCodmo3 
and Street, would undoubtedly havo pnssod 
through the committee ! The advocates 
of tho msnsuro aver that no ulterior design is 
contemplated, and that they wish tho rosolu. 
tions and tho bill to be laid simultaneously 
boloro tho Homo Government. Why thon 
do they oppose the introduction of the reso- 
lutions into llie bill 1 Why do they oven 
object to tho insertion ol n saviug clause, sus- 
pending its action till the appointmont of a 
new Chief Justice? Let this proposed bill 
becomo law, and wo noed not bo surprisod to 
see the present Chief Justice rosign forth- 
with, and " in accordance with tho usual 
colonial routine," the Attorney General ap- 
pointed in his place, and nheu the bill and 
the resolutions go home, the laltor will simply 
be so much waulo paper, and the " circum- 
locution offico" will bo "graciously pleased 
to confirm tho appointment" 1 The whole 
scheme has a " cut-and-dry" look which 
docs not tond to oncourago implicit con* 
fidenoo in tho simplicity ol its intentions. 
It is said that tho " Appropriation Aot," for 
wlii.il> Uio honorable Chief Juaiico stipulates 
in his letter to tho Colonial Secretary, was 
drawn up ready for laying beforo tho Hotuo, 
previous to tho date of his communication. 
If tho bill is simply what its supporters pro- 
fess— to eecuro tho Chief Justice his pension 
— thora can bo no reason why the resolution, 
on the acceptance of which by Hor Majesty's 
Government the pension was mado jcontin- 
gent, should not be mado u part of the bill, 
and it is but a poor guarantee of the straight- 
forward intentions of the gentlemen who yes- 
terday urged it on tho Houso, that they roluso 
to adopt this proposition. The bill comos up 
boforo tho committee- of the Houso aguiu to 
day, and it is to be hoped that honorablo 
members will see tho propriety of there being 
u full Houso on so important ft quest : on.

The case was tried lust year bofore a 
special jury, who could not agree upon a 
verdict. The evidence adduced is tho same 
as thut given tho last lime tho case was tried. 

Dkatu akd Inquest. — On Monday fore- 
noon the dead body of a young Indian boy of 
Iho Flathoad tribo was fouud lying a, few foot 
from tho road near the Rook Buy bridge.— 
When first discovered, ha was lying on his 
back with his head resting against a log, and 
a pool of blood underneath. The head of the 
deceased bore unmistakeablo signs of vio- 
lence, and nn enquiry was instituted by the 
Police whioh resulted in proof of foul play 
being obtained. Unfortunaloly, however.tho 
officer who succeeded in collecting the evi- 
dence, was himself a corpse tho samo ereoing. 
Yosterday the Coroner held nn inquest nt tho 
Boomerang, and after tho jury ( Mr. I'ierpoitit 
foreman) had inspected tho body, evidence of 
the finding was taken, anal the inquest ad- 
journed until Friday evening next, at 7, p.m. 

Exciting times at Comox. — From a loiter 
reoeivod by a gentleman in town, from a 
settler at Comox, vce have tho following par- 
ticulars of tho disturbances which have oc- 
curred between the ICuclataw and Comox 
Indiniis : During a big drink, Jim Seaweed 
(an Indian who is too well known in Victor n, 
it is said, to come here) stubbed his klootch- 
man. NamoukouBh, nnothor well known 
Indian, killed the Euclutaw cliiofB klootch- 
man. Milimin is almost dead from wounds 
roceived. liluoskin and his lillioums fired at 
Tiercop in his house. Tho Comox Indians 
are frightened out of their lenses, Tho Eu- 
clataivs, who hsvo for somo timu boon 
threatening to drive ont the Comox Indians, 
now say they will do it in earnest, and warn 
tho white people to keep out of the way. 

Tiik Stohi Studet Tbaobdy/. — The body 
of tho unlortunato policmnan, John Curry, 
who was shot iu tho manner described in the 
Colonist of ycslerduy, has baon removed 
from the Folice Barracks to tho dead-house 
where it will await tho inquest which is to 
be held to-day. Meanwhile special officer 
Barrett, who surrendered himself ou discover- 
ing his fatal error, remains in custody. 
Curry was a native of Durham, England, and 
was 24 years of age. Ho joined tho police 
farce in February, 1803, and was a well 
principled and highly efficicut officer. His 
untimely end is deeply deplored by all tho 
members of the forue, by whom ho was hold 
in high esteem. 

Funiral. — It will be a soureo or gratifica- 
tion to tho sorrowiug relatives of the poor 
lad Thomas Soarle, who died from tho rfleels 
of an accident on board the bark Priucess 
Royal, to know that every respect was paid 
to tho deceased and that his remains were 
followed lo their last resting place by a 
large number of employees iu tho service of 
the Hudson Bay Company, as well as by 
many other seafaring men at proseut iu the 
oity.

RETIREMENT Or TIIK CHIEF JUSTICB. 

Tho Heuse went into Committee on the 
correspondence in relerence to the above 
subject, Mr. Bayley in the chair. 

Mr, Franklin begged to introdueo a bill 
providing o pension nf £500 fer tho retiring 
Chief Justice during life. 

Mr, DaCviirnos said that this bill looked 
as if the Government h»d not confidence in 
this House. The Eiecutiyo brings down a 
bill leaving out the very stipulations which 
had been made by a resolution of the House 
asking for the appointment of a barrister ol 
10 years' standing who had not been practi- 
cing in either of these colonies. If those 
provisions were introduced into tho bill he 
would support it with pleasure. 

Mr. Street said that in common with his 
hon. friend the momber for Victoria, he was 
rather surprised at the introduction of this 
bill iu its present form, leaving out altogether 
tho exproia stipulations which had boen pre- 
viously made by tho Houso ; unless these 
resolutions wcro incorporated iu the bill he 
would feel bound to oppose it. 

Dr. Holmcken oould not see the need of in- 
troducing lliesu provisions inlo this bill; it waj 
quite easy to mako them a subsequent mat- 
ter. Tho purposo of tho present bill was to 
secure tho pension to the Chief Justice in the 
crtnt of his resigning, aad wo oould hardly 
expect him Io resign til! a sufficient guaran- 
tee were given hira. 

Dr. Powell said he had supported tho reso- 
lutions iu reference to tho retirement of tho 
Chief Justice, with the understanding that 
they should bo carried out. (Hear, hear).— 
He would much prefer eron to see the present 
ineurnbent keep his seat than have an ap 
pointment made which would bo distasteful 
lo the peoplo of the colony. Ho could not see 
why tho resolutions might not bo introduced 
into the prr posed bill ; ho could not support 
this bill unless the provisions for u futuro np 
pointment wore mado asspcciQc as tho grant- 
ing of tho ponsion. 

Mr. Young said he looked at this bill as a 
simple matter of business. Thero aro reeolu- 
tionasont by tho House lo tho Home Gov- 
ernment asking for tho appointment of a 
Judge with certain qualifications, and offering 
lo pay the present incumbenl, a pension. Her 
Majesty's government cannot [orce the Chiel 
Justice to resign, unless ho is incompetent to 
peiform his dulios.und will naturally nsk him 
if he is satisfiod with tho provision mado. — 
This bill was intended to meet thii case, end 
lie thought was simply meeting the views of 
the Houso. 

Mr. Franklin said this very discussion 
showed the necessity of passing the proposed 
bill. There was evidently a want of confi- 
dence, not on tho pari of tho exocutivo.but on 
Ilia part of this Houbo in objecting to the 
bill. This Houso had asked the Chiof Jus 
tice to ro»i<ju,and now hon. mombors serupled 
lo seoure him his ponoion. 

Mr. Strest took exception 10 tho remark 
of the ho:i. number that this House had asked 
thu Chief Juatiee to resign. The Houso had 
not made any such request. If tho people,or 
litis Houso accepted a bill by which any bur- 
ristor of this colony or IJiilish Columbia 
should be appointed to snceecd tho presniit 
Chief Justicu, they would leel that thoy hail 
mado a very bad bargain indeed, | heur,hear.] 

Dr. Tolmio said he thought tho bill and the 
resolutions should go homo together. The 
Chief Justice was diaposod to mako sure of 
his position bofore resigning. 

Mr. DaUosuioe said it was oquttlly neces- 
sary that this Houso should make aure that 
its wishes wore tarried out also. Ho regret- 
ted to have to say that bad tho Exeoutive 
dono its duty this matter would not now 
liavo to bo taken up. Tho mere landing 
homo of the icsolutions in a despatch gave 
no guarantee that the wishes of Iho colony 
would bo cairied o';(. If we pass this bill 
without these stipydalioni we saddle ourselves 
with Iho pe irdurj and bind oursolvca to ao- 
oops whoever m»v» be aonl to us. Tho pas- 



sage of this bill would produce a ferment 
through tho whole eolony. 

Dr. Tolmio raid the Homo Government 
were loo solicitous lo please tho colonies to 
saddle us with an objeotionablo man. The 
acceptance of the bill and tho rejection of 
tho ro'clutiona would be simply despicable 
Mr. DcUosmoa said that if through influ- 
ence brought to bear on the Home Govern- 
ment an objeotionablo appointmeut were 
made, the resolutions would simply be so 
much waste paper. The whole matter might 
bo easily sottled if the hon. introducers of 
this bill will add a clause suspending the 
aclknof tho bill till the appointment ol ol 
successor to the Chief Justico in accordance 
with the resolutions passed by tho House. 
(Hoar, hosr.) 

Mr. Franklin must say that tho action of 
certain hon. mombers in thus expressing a! 
total want of confidence in the Executive 
was most reprehensible ; he could hardly 
find words lo express his reprobation of their 
conduct ; il was moat unparliamentary aud 
un-English. Ho certainly hoped that no 
amendment would bo made to this bill. 

Mr. Street said as one ol the " certain 
membors" who had been accused by the 
hen. gentleman of want of confidence in the 
Executive, and of unparliamentary and un- 
English conduct, ho would say that that hon. 
membor was worthy of living 200 years ago. 
He (Mr. S.), was not disposed to follow 
blindly tho lead of tho Execulive. This, 
House had passed certain resolutions, and 
in supporting the priuciple expressed in 
those resolutions ho did not Tenl that he was 
" unparliamentary and un-English." Too 
hon. member himself was guilty of unparlia 
muntary and un-English conduct in bringing, 
in a bill whioh struck at the root of the spirit 
and tenor of theso resolutions. Why 
did lion, gentlemen rcfuso to insert a 
saving clauso iu this bill to suspend iU no- 
tion till theroquired appoiutmont was made? 
Did ihey objeul to tho resolutions passed by 
the House 1 Did thoy fear them ! UiiIobs 
these resolutions wore introduced inlo tho 
bill ho would bo compelled to opposo it, even 
at the risk of being placud by hon. gontlomen 
iu the position of having ao confidence in 
thu Executive. (Applause.) 

Mr. Young said if tho bill woro not passed 
it would cause a great waste of tinio. If Iho 
resolutions wore sent homo without thu bill 
it would necessitate a reply and another ap- 
plication, and 12 or 18 months would ro- 
lapso before a Chief Justice could bo ap- 
pointed. There seemed to bo a bugbear 
raised lliat tho Chief Justico was to resign at 
ones and some frightful local barrister bo 
installed in his place. He saw no particular 
objection to adding a clause suspending tho 
uclion of tho bill till a guod-louking barrister 
were pent from ISngland. 

Dr. Helincken said tho whole matter 
simply resolved itself into this, that somo 
honorable members hud more confidence in 
the homo government ihun other honorable 
members. Tho Executive of tho colony had 
nothing to do with it. Honorable members 
soem to funr that tho homo government may 
appoint a bnrrister of this colony as Chief 
Justico. 

On motion of Mr. Street, the comniitloo 
reported progress on the bill. 

ANNEXATION, 

Mr. Franklin brought forward his motion 
for the annexation of l^ueen Charlotte Island. 
The honorable gentleman reiterated his ar- 
guments in favor of his proposition, showing 
the amount of monoy Vancouver Island 
spends in Queen Charlotte Island and the 
largo extent of territory already possessed by 
British Columbia. Ho urged the importance 
of the Island to this colony, as lo area, navi- 
gation, &c. lie would say that this mattor 
oeoupied much attention outsido of iho House, 
many portios having spoken to him about it. 
He would move that nn addreis be sent lo the 
homo government from tho two Houses of 
our Legislature praying that Queen Char- 
lotto Island bo made a part of Ihis oolony. 

Mr. Young said ho would bo very happy 
to support this motion if ho saw thn slightest 
probability of thu success of tho motion. He 
could not see a Bingle argument which could 
bo atlduced iu its favor. We might just as 
well ask Her Majesty's government lo annex 
Bute Inlet and all tho Wnddington road. — 
[laughter]. Geographically, the Island be- 
longed to British Columbia.not to Vancouver 
Island, and the Home Government would un- 
doubtedly so decide. He would be very sor- 
ry to make a request which would expose us 
to be snubbed by the Homu government,— 
('hear, hear). 

Mr. Franklin eaid the comparison of Bute 
Inlet with Queen Charlotte Islsnd, was quite 
absurd; wo might os well propose for England 
to annex Calais, as for us to annex Bute Inlet, 
but Queen Charlollo Island was quilo a dif- 
ferent matter. This was culled the Ureal 
Britain of tho Pacific, and ho wished to see it 

BO. 

Mr. Slreet would only make n few remarks 
on the question; Ihe advantages of the annex- 
ation might bo very great, but ho must cer- 
tainly ngrue with the lion. Colonial Secrotary 
as to the impracticability of the proposition. 
If the hon. mover would huiend his motion, aud 
propose lo annex tho wholo of British Co- 
lumbia, he would heartily support him, — 
(laughter). 

Mr. DeCosmos said this subject had been 
raised at a vory inopportune moment, when 
the feeling in one, if not both of tho colonies, 
was excited in regard to the quostion of union. 
If this motion were pressed, it would ho apt 
to creato tho most hostile feelirig in Ihe 
neighboring oolony. He hoped iho hon. gen- 
tleman would withdraw his motion, and in a 
few months perhaps, ho might bring it in on 
a more oulargud scale. 

Mr. Franklin said lie would urge Iho re- 
solution, as be had found on previous ocea» 
iiorjs that hon. membors who had opposed 
his mcaiures it fjrsl had afterwards support- 
ed them. (Laughter.) 

Dr. Tolmie hoped tho hon. mover would 
withdraw his motion, ns he (Dr. T.) most 
agruo with tho hon. member for Victoria 
that the present was a most inopportune 
moment for its consideration. ( Hear, hear.) 

Mr. DeCosmos moved an amendment that 
tho Commiltue is not prepared to yoto an 
address at present. Carriod, Mr. Franklin 
alone voting Xo. 

The CommittM rose and reported progress.

Pbovidiuce (R. L), Feb. 17— Governor 
Smith announces that the quota of this Stale 
under tho call ia full. 

Habtfokd, Fob. 17— Tho Union State 
Convention of Connecticut l»-day re-nomina- 
ted all of the present State officers. 

Washington, Feb. 17 — A bill was reported 
to-duy granting certain Stalos the right to 
come into tho Union undor a Republican 
form of government, in substance us follotVB: 
The State Conventions shall adept the fol- 
lowing propositions : 1st, No porson who 
has held or exercised any oflico, civil or mil- 
itary, Stato or Confederal, under the usurp- 
ing powers, shall voto for members of ihe 
Legislature or for Governor. 2d, Involun- 
tary ssrvitudo shall be forevor prohibited and 
free labor for all shall be guaranteed in said 
Slates. 3d, No Stnto or Confederate officer 
under the sanction cl a usurping power, 
shall bo recognized by tho State. Those 
now Constitutions aro to bo submitted to the 
people, nnd, if adopted, the President by 
proclamation, or Congress by legislation, 
may bring said Stale into the (Jnien. It also 
provides that any porson who shall hereafter 
hold any office, civil or military, in tho rohel 
service, State or Confederate, shall he de- 
clared noi to bo citizens of tho United 
States. 

IIaltiiiori, Fob. 17 — Escaped Union 
prisoners have arrived here aud give na ac- 
count of their escape. It is full of interest, 
but for prudential masons particulate are not 
published. Thoy were il days waking their 
exit. Tho instruments used were cuse knives, 
pocket knives, chisels and files. They had to 
abandon their work and commence again on 
account of obstructions which they could not 
pass through. They disposed of the exta- 
vatod soil by drawing it out cf Ihe hole in a 
spittoon, which they attached to a oord. The 
atmosphere was so foul in tho tunnel that 
they oould remain but a few minutes at a 
time, and candles would not burn. At one 
time thoy get so near Ihe stirfaoc that a small 
holo was seen, though fortunately ihey were 
not discovered, and it was of great service to 
them in admitting air and light. The tunnel 
was (10 (eot long aud opened into an old to- 
bacco honso beyond the guard. As soon ns 
thoy found their way clear thoy proceeded 
slowly. They mado thoir way towards the 
Williamsburg road in small squads by the 
shortest routes. 

Cairo, February 17th. — -The steamer Ori- 
ent, loaded with government forago and 
horses, from St. Louis, struck a snag 20 miles 
above here this morning, and sunk lo tho hur- 
ricane deck, tho pilot house caught Br 
tho upsetting of a stove, oausinr; a paniu 
among tho pnssengers, sevoral jumped ovor- 
board and were drowned. Il is supposed 25 
or 30 were lost, among them wore three ladies. 
The government agsut, steward, and several 
negroes belonging to the crow, and all the 
horses wero lost. 

Fjcw York, February 18th.— Tho Worhl'i 
Nfishville letter says tho army of Chattanooga 
is preparing for immediate oporation. Chat- 
tanooga is well stored with munitions of war. 
The roads are improving. 

The Herald's special says it is understood 
that on tho 22d of February Mr. Lincoln will 
issue a proclamation of universal emancipa- 
tion, including ihe border States. 

The Timt'j' special says tho committoo on 
the conduct of thu wur will soon examine into 
tho cause of tho inactivily of tho iron clad 
fleet off Charleston harbor. 

A special dispatch lo tho World says it is 
understood that eveiy member of the Senate 
Judiciary committee believes the resolution 
forfeiting the proporty of tie rebels boyond 
life to bo unconstitutional. The committee 
have reported against its passage 

John Morgan is said to bo in Iho vicinity 
of Dalton, Georgia, with considerable 007- 
alry, for thu purpose of a raid. Gov. Watts 
of Alabama telegraphed to the cilisons of 
Selma lo prepare to receive non-combatants 
from Mobile, as that place wan soon to be at- 
tacked by tho Federals. Mobile papers say 
Sherman's plan ia to compel the evaluation 
of Mobile.

New Youk, Jan. 13, 1864. 
Editors Ai.ta :— Glimmerings nf n settle- 
ment of the war seem to have leaked out 
recently, and been duly paraded bofuro tho 
N'orthern peoplo through Iho daily journal:', 
but whether it ia tho old matter revived we 
can scarcely say. The reports, however, aro 
given considerable credence and conspicu- 
ousncss, nnd ure commented on freely by tho 
Washington correspondents of several of- our 
respectable papers. A leading oracle thus 
holds forth. I yivo it fer what it is worth, as 
a matter of gossip, attracting 110 little atten- 
tion on Ihis side of Undo Sam's llower gar- 
dou. He says: 

"A most important piece of news has jusl 
come into my possession. 1 have it from 
undoubted authority that the rebels are will- 
ing to como back lo Ihu Union, provided they 
can gut terms which will sooth their pride. 
All previous reports of thoir willingness to 
uecepl any terms were undeniably false ; for 
not until now have tho Confederates given 
up hopo of being able to accomplish thoir in- 
dependence At onetime thoy were deluded 
by the hope of foreign intet volition ; at 
another, by the supposed invincibility of their 
nrmios ; and finally, thoy expected the 
vnstness of their' country would prevent 
ilfl occupation by the Union armies. But, 
one by ono all their hojes have faded. They 
see now, as they should have soon at Drsl, 
that neither Franco nor England will inler- 
fere. Thoy feo thoir territory hopelossly 
divided, by Ihu capture of tho Mississippi 
valloy ; and they know also lliat all the pow- 
ers oil oarth could not recapture it from the 
United Slatof. The defeats they have re- 
cently sustained in Kastorn Tennessee aud 
Northorn Georgia have filled the Southern 
heart with woo ; but tho worst blow of nil is 
the utlor failure of their curroncy. They 
find it impossible to keep armies in the field, 
exeopt by forced contributions upon the peo- 
ple whioh finally must end iu anarchy and 
civil war iimonu themselves, and that, loo, 
within a very few months. Hence the utter 
despair of the rebels is shown by thoir pn- 
pers, and their willingness lo return to the 
Federal Union. 1 can state upon the most 
positive authority, that representations have 
been mado to leading Democrats, that if an 
accommodation can bo arrived ut which « 
savo tho pride of the South, wo can hr.ve a 
rojiorod Union before spring. Thoy will not 
however consent to give up what is left of 
their bIuvo property. They are willing to 
acknowledge thu slavos freed by tho wnr as 
free. They are willing to acknowledge llio 
supremacy of the Union. Thoy ask, how- 
ever, what they cull their old Constitutional 
rights, including the right to hold the slavos 
still in their posnession. Nor aro they lena- 
Irom I cious ns to the form in which they may return 
to tho Union. They do not ask for recogni- 
tion of the rebel Government in tho reunion. 
The project is that, as the several Stales 
havo soceded, the several Btntes shall also 
return in the same way. They demand, 
howevor, that no oath to support tho Anti- 
slavery Proclamation of the President be 
required of them. They p'csd that, if it is 
to be a restored Union, it must bo under con- 
ditions whioh will savo the Soutuorn peoplo 
from humiliation. If those concessions are 
nut allowed, it is their intention to make 
knowu their feelings to iho country and lo 
the world, and to make un appeal from the 
balllo-lield to the next Presideulial election. 
The Southern pooplo believe that, if ihe 
poople of the country woro to decide upon 
this mailer, these points would ho conceded ; 
but they hope for very little from the present 
Administration and thu influences that sur- 
round it. Ey lotting it bo known thai thoy 
are willing to come back to the Union, pro- 
vided thoy can keep their negroes, they be- 
lieve tho Democratic party can enaily carry 
nearly every Stuto in the Union. 1 ,havo 
reasun to know that llicse propositions havo 
been laid before the President and leading 
mombers of tho Administration, nnd thai it 
is known in Washington that tho Union can 
bo restored — not after Mr, Lincoln's plan, 
but after tho plan proposed by the Confeder- 
ates themselves. The resolution recently 
adopted in the Houso of Representatives, to 
tho effect that no terms of compromise or 
trealy must be roceived from Ihu Confeder- 
ates, was put forth by some of the radicals 
— who knew more or lo.a about Ihis ullair — 
for tho purpose of committing Congress to 
their plan in regard to Iho earning question, 
before it should bo fairly laid before them."

CAPTAIN SPEKES JOURNAL. 

Tbo following are few extracts from the 
"Journal of the Discovery of tho Source of 
the Nile." by Captain Speko, whioh has just 
been issued by Messrs. Hlackwood -. — 
AS AFRICAN oniEP. 

I was to givo him 11 royal salute, or the 
drums would not beat. I novsr felt eo de- 
graded as when I complied, and gavo orders 
10 ray men to fire a volley ds ha approachod 
my tent; but I ate tho dirt with a good grace, 
aud met tho young chief ns if nothing hud 
happonod. My men, however, could not liro 
the salute fast enough fur him; for he was one 
of those excitable impulsive creatures who 
expect others lo do everything in as groat a 
hurry as their niindo wander.

I mo- 
tioned hint to tako my clmir, which, after he 
sat down upon it, I was vory sorry for, as he 
stained tint eue>t ull bluok with the running 
color of ono ol the now barsmi cloths ho had 
from me, which, to improve ils appearance, 
he had saturated with slinking butter.and had 
tiod rouud his loins. A lino-looking man ul 
about 30, ho woro the butt-end of u large 
sea-shell, cut in a circle, and tied on his fore- 
head, for it coronet, and sundry small ualtiana 
antulopo horns, stuifed with magic pywder.^o 
keep oil' tho evil eye. His attendants all 
fawned upon him, and snapped thoir fingers 
whenever ho sneezed. * * * * 
My guns, elolhos, and everything wero then 
inspected, and begged lor in the most im- 
portunate manner. He asked for Iho picture 
books, examined the birds with iutenso de- 
light — oven trying lo insert undor their fea- 
thers his long royal finger nails, which are 
grown liko a Chinaman's by those chiefs, 
to show that thoy hnyo a privilege lo live on 
ment- Then, turning to the animals, ho roar- 
ed oTor each ono in turn ns he examined 
them, am) called out their names. My bull's 
oyp lantorn hp coveted so much, { had to 
pretend exceeding anger to stop his further 
importunilios, lie then began ayain begging 
for lucifers, whioh charmed biro so intensely, 
I thought I should never get lid of him. He 
would havo ono box of them. 1 sworo I 
could not part with them. Ho continued to 
big and I to losist. 1 olfered a knife instead, 
but this ho would not have, because Ibn luci- 
fers would be so valuable for his magical 
observances. On went the storm, till at last 
I drove him off wilh a pair ol my slippers, 
which ho had struck his dirty foot into with- 
qut my leayo. 1 then rcfuso:! to lake bis 
bullock, because bu had annoyed mo. On 
his part he was resolved not to beat the drum, 
but he graciously Bttid ho would think about it 
if 1 paid another lot of cloth equal to tbo sucond 
deole I ought to have given him, I began 
seriously to consiijsr whether I should havo 
this chief shot, as roward for bis oppressive 
Iraohery, and a warning to others. * * 1 
then told the Dig and Iiarnku to Bullle at 
once. They no sooner did so than the drums 
beat, and Mukaku, in the best humor possi- 
ble, came over to say I had permission to go 
when I liko J, but he hoped I would gi^e him 
a gun and a box. of lucifers. This was too 
provoking. Tho perpetual worry had given 
llaraka the fever, and hail made mo feel quite 
nick ; so I said, it ho ever montioucd n gun 01 
luoifori again, 1 would fight the matter out 
with him, for I hud not 001110 there to bo 
bullied. Ho then gave way, anil begged I 
would allow my men to lire n volley outside 
his bonis, as tho Wntuta wero living behind 
a small lino of granitiej hills flanking tho wesl 
of his district, and ho wished to show them 
what a powerful force he had got with him. 
This was permitted ; but his wisdom in show- 
ing off was lijrned into ridicule 1 for tho samo 
evening iho VVatulu mado an ntlnck on his 
villige and killed three of his Bubjoots, but 
wore deterred from committing further dam- 
age by coming In contact with my mon, who.
